Policy of Creating Commission 
to Have Charge of Ac- 
cidents Considered 








The policy of creating a com- 
mission to have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of automobile accidents in 
California is being considered by 
the state Bar of California, sub- 
sections of the Secticn on Regu- 
latory Commissions throughout 
the state having been assigned this 
subject for study. 

It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that many persons killed in 
automobile accidents find that the 
person responsible for the acci- 
dent cannot respond in damages 
because of financial inability to do 
so and of lack of insurance for the 
protection of the public. 


In many instances persons in- 
jured have had to be treated at 
the expense of the counties and 
their dependents have become ob- 
jects of charity because of this 
condition. Upwards of forty per 
cent of those killed in automobile 
accidents and fifty-three per cent 
of those injured are wage-earners. 

Dr. W. W. Cress, health officer 
of the city of Sacramento, writing 
to F. M. Snook, chief of the State 
Motor Vehicle department, advo- 
cates the creation of a method for 
the handling of automobile acci- 
dent cases similar to that in vogue 
in California for the handling of 
industrial accident cases. 

It is the view of Dr. Cress that 
the entire body of motor vehicle 
owners should be made respons- 
ible for the delinquencies of the ir- 
responsible persons who cause mo- 
tor vehicle accidents to the extent 
of being required to contribute to 
a fund from which victims of auto- 
mobile accidents may be compen- 
sated. 


In order to create such a fund 
Dr. Cress suggests that the annual 
motor’ vehicle license fee be in- 
creased from $3 to $8, which, he 
points out, would raise a fund of 
$8,400,000 from which wage-earn- 


ers injured may be compensated, | ject matter, promoting discussion, 


the families of persons killed or in- 
jured provided for, and private 
hospitals that render first aid or 
other treatment properly compen- 
sated for their service. 

This fund, which would be re- 
plenished annually by the contri- 
butions of motor vehicle owners, 
should, Dr. Cress believes, be han- 
died by the Industrial Accident 
Commission, the State Compensa- 
tion Insurance Fund or by a board 
with powers similar in automobile 
accident cases to those of the In-
